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juftiy to be concern’d at the Difafters 
our Affairs have met with Abroad, the 
bepinoing of this Campaiga ; it came ne- 
arity to fallin my way to confider, what 
ditonragements we feem to be under more 
than we have Reafon for, and who they are 
that prompt thofe Difcouragements 
And here Icannot but with fome Indig- 
nation obferve, that there are in Britain, 
—Ay, and in every part of it North or 
South, a Party of Men fo unoatural, fo 
prepofe(s'd with an Infernal Spirit, fo will- 
to concur with the Enemies of their 
own Country, as to rejoyce when their own 
Ifrael flyes from the Face of her uncircumcis’d 
Enemies 3 when their own Countrymen are 
defeated and flain; when their Armies are 
overthrown, and they: feethe Lifts of their 
very Neighbours, Acquaintance, may, their 


1¢ examitting the Reafons we have 
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very Relations, who age kilf'd, wounded, 
or taken Prifoners in the bloody Strife ; to 
not only {mile atthe horrid Scene, and d 
cover a Pieafure and Sarisfa&tion at the 
thing 5 but, as if the worfe, the better, are 
ever exaggerating, doubling, and encreafing 
the View of our Loffes, making every thi 
greater than it really is ; ralfing blacl 
Schemes cf Confequences, and foreteling 
worfe things to follow, and pleafing them- 
felves to encreafe the Terror and Confter- 
nation they find People in upom the occas 
fion, and as far as poffible, raiting Clouds 
and Mifts of Darknefs and Dilcouragements 
on the Minds of People, as if all was loft, 
as if all our Labour bad beep in vain, as if 
one Battle in Spain had reftor’d all the Freneb 
Affairs, and the whole Work of the War 
was.to be done over again. 


Wanatural Monflers thele are, waer 
eve 
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ever they are tobe found ; furely fays a good 
honeft Man of Charity, there can be no fuch 
Wretches in the World; Nature cannot be 
reduc’d, or cannot react to fuch a pitch of 
Barbarity ; ‘tis all one with deftroying our 
felves ; ‘cis like Self-murther, ’tislike a Mo- 
ther eating up the Fruicof her Wonib, and 
fatisfying her Hunger with her own Infant 
of afpan long ; ’tisall Hetrogeneous, Mon- 
ftrous, and Unaccountable. 

And yet, Gentlemen, let me appeal to 
common Experience, and daily Converfati- 
on-—$uch there are among us, fach our Coun- 
try abounds with, and their Method is as Ri» 
diculous, as their Pra@ice is Horrid aod Ua- 
chriftian; thar whenever we are beaten in 
the Field double our Loffes, magnifie the 
Conduft of our Enemies, amufe us with ill 
behavieur of our own People, foment Jea- 
loufies in us, againft the Wifdom or Hone- 
fty of our moft Faithful Officers, mock our 
Misfortunes, Drink Healths to the Conque- 
rors, endepenly wifh them more Succeffes. 

*Tisa hard Charge-eand if it was not too 
vifibleto need a Demonftration, too plain 
for any body to queftion it; and did not che 
People that are Guilty of it, take too much 
Pains to make it publick ; I might think my 
felf oblig’d co enter into Particulars — But 
"tis perfeAly needlefs, they are fo open in 
it chey fave me that labour ; iconly remains 
for me toenquire a little, nor into Names of 
Perfons for that is not my Work, but inco 
Names of Parsies that is a little proper, and 
1 am fure may be very ufeful at a time, 
when it isfo neceflary to know our Friends 
from oor Foes, and ata time when their Cha- 
rater may fo naturally be drawn from their 
A@ions. 

In purfuing this nice Enquiry, 1 fhall lay 
down nothing but what I believe will be ve- 

obvious to common Obfervation, nor 

D I trouble the Reader with what is com- 
mon and naturaf—{ [hall not take a great 
deal of pains to rumege Popery inthe Cafe, 
and charge the Church of Roms with Prin 
ciples fo deRraGive of Humanity, there is 
a great deal of Pains taken that way alrsa- 
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if the Papiffs are of the number J am 
Speaking of, iris notte be wonder'd at, ner 
are chey fo much tp bs charg’d with the 


Crimes of Unchriftian atd Unnatural; their 
Principles rather than their Perfons fem to 
be blameable here, and at beft ’tis what we 
ought toexpeé from them ; ’tis what they 
fairly and above-board profefs, and a Papijt, 
takehim only jn his belief, that ’tis his Du- 
ty to wifh orto force all Nations into a 
Subjeétion to the Cartholick Church, of him 
in this Cafe it ought to be expected, and in 
him I cannot call it a Crime; the blame 
lyes upon his Principles which he purfues 
openly, and is a fairer Enemy by half. 

Befides, I muftdo even the Papifts this 
Juftice, that as Englifhmen, and abftrafed 
from their Principles as above, a great ma- 
ny of them arenot Guilty of this Charge, 
and really do not wifh the overthrow of En- 
&Blifo by French Power ; nay, as Papifts they 
do not, they fee it would deftroy their Li- 
berty as Exglifbmen; fubje& their Property 
to Tyranny, and themfelves to the hazard 
of Deftru@ion;and they bad rather enjoy 
their Religion in private, than neither have 
Liberty or Eftate in Security ; and thefe are 
(uch Papifts as no body would perfecute. 

But the People I am fpeaking of are of 
another fort, they are Monfters of another 
Breed, they are Creatures of a kind, diffe 
rent from afl tbat I ever met with in the 
World 5, miferable wretches ! They call 
themfelves Proteftants, they call themfelves 
the Church ; nay, they talk of Principles, 
boaft themfetves of fomething, which not 
being fit to be eall’d by its own Name, they 
would glofs over wich a fine gay gilded 
outtide, and call it Religion, Loyalty, and 
Eknow not what; like a painted Sepulchre, 
white and fair wichout, and within all Rot- 
tenne(s and Diffutution—What fteangeCrea- 
tures are thefe, and by what Name or Ti.

A@ions wary their Names every Day, and 
according to the different times in which 
they Aét, or the differing Spheres in which 
they move, they obtain differing Titles and 
Denominations, by which they are properly 
to be known. 

Thos in King F2mes’s time they were 
Royalitts, in King William's Rebels; for tl is

or Member of that Church he had faved 
from Deftru€tion—In King ‘fames’s time they 
were firft for Arbitrary Powe: — And as 
foon as ever that Power teuch’d themfelves 
they flew ia his Face; aad were for Liberty, 
firft preach’d Paffive-obsdience,then .ook up; 
Arms againft their Prince ; no foonet had 
they Depofed him for being a Tyrant, but 
they were for Depofing King William, becaufe 
he would set be a Tyrant; and afl his Reign 
how did they Sefl their Country, betray 
their Mafter, and fooliflily deetare for their 
old Principles, and their old Mafter again, 
tho’ he knew them too welt to truft them a- 
ny more, Of to depend upon their Promifes 
of athfrance ° 

All that King Fames ever thought fit to 
expecdt from them, wasto keep them em- 
poe in cheir beloved Drudgery of State 

reachery, and as they had Embarra{t’d 
him, fo, if poffible to make himfelf amends 
ef chéir Folly, and fet them co embroil the 
Nation, 

In this they have been his faithtnl Emif- 
faries, thro” a thoufand particular Cafes, 
tacg have ituck atno Difficulty, omitted no 

portunities; they have fwallow’d all the 

athe, Affociations, and Abjurations the 
Government could contrive for them, purely 
to promote the Intereft of the ProteftanpRe- 
ligion 3 they fincerely Study, Drink for, 
and pray for the Refcoration of a Popifh 
Prince for the Settlement of Tyranny and the 
Church of England, and deelare their Occa- 
fional Confentto Holatry and Oppreffion, 
in order vo prevent Occafional Conformity. 

When QUEEN ANN came to the 
Crown, they firft Care(’d her Majefty, in 
order, like erue Hypocrites,to per{wade their 
eee to acknowledge her felf a Ufur- 
per, and that She held the Crown by the 
Right of Poffcflion only, and to concede 
the Right in favour of the Pretender as his 
hy Delcent—Striking thus at the Revoluti- 
on and Succeffien dire@ly,and at the Queens 
Life obliquety, as the only Obftacle io the 
way, and ali this for the Eftablifhment of the 
( is a Flying part of the) Church of Eng- 
land.

Inthe Matters of later Debates, we find 
them fighting againfc the UNION of the 
two Kingdoms with all manner of Hypocrify 
aad Artifice, Yathe North they mifrepre- 
fent England , fa the South they reproach 
Scotsand 5 inone Place they enrage the Pa- 
piff, in another wneedle the Presbyterian 3 
to thele they urge the Lineal Succeflion, to 
thofe the Covenant. 

When inall thefe things they are defeated 
by Providence, grown defpicable and can- 
temptible ; they tura their Tongues to

Thete are the People that always {mile 
when their Country Mourns, chat Sing when 
others Sigh , that when we moum our Dif- 
alters, tke Fobs Comfoscers, endeavour to 
make them greater; that when we lofea 
thoulaad braye Fellows call them ten thou- 
fand,and form Clouds on their Countenan- 
ces, when theic Hearts really repyce, on 
purpofe to encreafe the Clouds on ours; that 
cry Fire whea there’s onlya Smoak, are al- 
ways ealssoine ou: Loffes, applauding our 
Enemies, difcouraping the People, and filling 
our Heads with Death and Defpair, rather 
becaufethey would have us Defpaic, than 
that there is any occafion for it. 

It is really worth our Obfervation, to Re- 
mark the juft Connexion, between the 
Condué and the Perfans in onc Account and 
io another. eects 

Who were they that applauded Tacking, 
thai roar’d againft the Hypocrify, as eid 
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¢all’d it, of the Low-church-men, in ating a 
Bainft a perfecucing Pill, under the Notion of 
erufhing Hypocrify —~ Who have all along 
Oppos’d the Succeffion and the Union which 
is its Security ; but the fame Men that drink 
the Duke of Berwick’s Health, che fame that 
Sing the new Songs down the fireets of the 
City of Ed.....gh, 
Away, Whigs away, we hope to fee the Day, 
That tke Whigs will ray aray: . 

The fame that Drink the Duke of Ber- 
wick’s Health for beating the Confederate 
Army, and wifh-him more Succefs, though 
at che Price of their Countries Blood.
